Notes from Acting Chief Ranger Sam Woodring. 


Has just returned from a four days' ride over and along 
the llorth Park line as far as Crevice Station, over Bald Mt. 
near the old smelter to Jardine, Hlectric, Aldridge, and Phelps 
Creek, and describes conditions as follows: 


Dec .29th and 30th was in the Crevice country and found 
where quite a number of elk had passed outside of the park. 
Found 55 elk outside near Pickard's ranch and drove them back 
into the Park. From the mouth of Bear Creek to the Crevice 
Station the elk have been going out and in. A large number 
of deer ranging in the Crevice District, all in excellent 
condition, one buck killed by wolves near the Grevice Station. 


December 3lst, made a trip with Deputy Game Warden Frank 
Bellar up back of Jardine, and up on Bald Mountain, finding 
plenty of game sign passing out of the Park and going over to 
the Phelps Creek range. the elk outside are well scattered 
and are not being molested. Mr.Bellar and myself, estimated 
500 to 790 outside at present. Jir.Bellar has caught 5 hunters 
out of season, and their fines ranged from 9125 to ‘225 each, 
and this fact will stop some of the illegal hunting. 


January 2d went to Electric, Aldridge, and away up Reese 
Creek, finding some old game sien but no sign of hunters. 
Found 28 antelope outside at Blectric, but they seem to be 
well contented and the demty Game Warden in that district 
thinks they will not be molested. 


Three antelope have been killed by coyotes, along the 
fence near the Hoppe ranch. 


I have been getting all the information I can from the 
old timers in and around the Park, and they all seem to agree 
with me that we lose more game by herding and driving them 
than we would by letting them go and putting a man or two
